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DETAILED ACTION 

Claims1-14 are pending. 

Restrictions 

Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 
Group I. 

Claims 1-7, drawn to a method for enhancing a composition with a fragrance precursor 
and a method for the release of a fragrance comprising adding to said composition the 
compound of formula (I), classified in class 512, subclass 27. 

Group II. 

Claims 8-14, drawn to a cosmetic, washing, and/or cleaning formulation comprising a 
compound of formula (I), classified in class 510, subclass 101. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

Inventions I and II are directed to an unrelated product and process. Product and 
process inventions are unrelated if it can be shown that the product cannot be used in, 
or made by, the process. See MPEP § 802.01 and § 806.06. In the instant case, 
invention I pertains a method of enhancing any composition adding the compound of 
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formula (I )and invention II pertains to a cosmetic, washing, and/or cleaning formulation 
comprising the formula of formula (I). 



Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and the 
search required for group I is not required for group II, restriction for examination 
purposes as indicated is proper. Groups I and II are not identically classified under U.S. 
Patent Classification guidelines, thus, to search them together would present a search 
burden on the Examiner. Moreover, the searches in non-patent literature databases are 
extensive and do not overlap thus presenting a search burden to be searched together. 
Thus, groups II and II have been appropriately restricted on the basis of being both 
independent and distinct and presenting a search burden on the Examiner if they were 
to be searched together. 

Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given 
above and there would be a serious burden on the examiner if restriction is not required 
because the inventions require a different field of search (see MPEP § 808.02), 
restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

Restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper because all these 
inventions listed in this action are independent or distinct for the reasons given above 
and there would be a serious search and examination burden if restriction were not 
required because one or more of the following reasons apply: 
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(a) the inventions have acquired a separate status in the art in view of their 
different classification; 

(b) the inventions have acquired a separate status in the art due to their 
recognized divergent subject matter; 

(c) the inventions require a different field of search (for example, searching 
different classes/subclasses or electronic resources, or employing different 
search queries); 

(d) the prior art applicable to one invention would not likely be applicable to 
another invention; 

(e) the inventions are likely to raise different non-prior art issues under 35 U.S.C. 
101 and/or 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph. 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 
include (i) an election of a invention to be examined even though the requirement 
may be traversed (37 CFR 1.143) and (ii) identification of the claims encompassing 
the elected invention. 

The election of an invention may be made with or without traverse. To reserve a 
right to petition, the election must be made with traverse. If the reply does not distinctly 
and specifically point out supposed errors in the restriction requirement, the election 
shall be treated as an election without traverse. Traversal must be presented at the time 
of election in order to be considered timely. Failure to timely traverse the requirement 
will result in the loss of right to petition under 37 CFR 1.144. If claims are added after 
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the election, applicant must indicate which of these claims are readable on the elected 
invention. 

If claims are added after the election, applicant must indicate which of these 
claims are readable upon the elected invention. 



Should applicant traverse on the ground that the inventions are not patentably 
distinct, applicant should submit evidence or identify such evidence now of record 
showing the inventions to be obvious variants or clearly admit on the record that this is 
the case. In either instance, if the examiner finds one of the inventions unpatentable 
over the prior art, the evidence or admission may be used in a rejection under 35 U.S.C. 
1 03(a) of the other invention. 



During a telephone conversation with Lance Johnson on August 19, 2008, a 
provisional election was made with traverse to prosecute the invention of Group I, 
claims 1-7. Affirmation of this election must be made by applicant in replying to this 
Office action. Claims 8-14 are withdrawn from further consideration by the examiner, 37 
CFR 1.142(b), as being drawn to a non-elected invention. 



Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 
include (i) an election of a species or invention to be examined even though the 
requirement be traversed (37 CFR 1 .143) and (ii) identification of the claims 
encompassing the elected invention. 
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The election of an invention or species may be made with or without traverse. To 
reserve a right to petition, the election must be made with traverse. If the reply does not 
distinctly and specifically point out supposed errors in the restriction requirement, the 
election shall be treated as an election without traverse. 

Should applicant traverse on the ground that the inventions or species are not 
patentably distinct, applicant should submit evidence or identify such evidence now of 
record showing the inventions or species to be obvious variants or clearly admit on the 
record that this is the case. In either instance, if the examiner finds one of the inventions 
unpatentable over the prior art, the evidence or admission may be used in a rejection 
under 35 U.S. C. 103(a) of the other invention. 

Applicant is reminded that upon the cancellation of claims to a non-elected 
invention, the inventorship must be amended in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .48(b) if one 
or more of the currently named inventors is no longer an inventor of at least one claim 
remaining in the application. Any amendment of inventorship must be accompanied by 
a request under 37 CFR 1 .48(b) and by the fee required under 37 CFR 1 .17(i). 



Rejoinder 

The examiner has required restriction between product and process claims. 
Where applicant elects claims directed to the product, and the product claims are 
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subsequently found allowable, withdrawn process claims that depend from or otherwise 
require all the limitations of the allowable product claim will be considered for rejoinder. 
AN claims directed to a nonelected process invention must require all the limitations of 
an allowable product claim for that process invention to be rejoined. 

In the event of rejoinder, the requirement for restriction between the product 
claims and the rejoined process claims will be withdrawn, and the rejoined process 
claims will be fully examined for patentability in accordance with 37 CFR 1 .104. Thus, to 
be allowable, the rejoined claims must meet all criteria for patentability including the 
requirements of 35 U.S.C. 101, 102, 103 and 112. Until all claims to the elected product 
are found allowable, an otherwise proper restriction requirement between product 
claims and process claims may be maintained. Withdrawn process claims that are not 
commensurate in scope with an allowable product claim will not be rejoined. See MPEP 
§ 821 .04(b). Additionally, in order to retain the right to rejoinder in accordance with the 
above policy, applicant is advised that the process claims should be amended during 
prosecution to require the limitations of the product claims. Failure to do so may result 
in a loss of the right to rejoinder. Further, note that the prohibition against double 
patenting rejections of 35 U.S.C. 121 does not apply where the restriction requirement 
is withdrawn by the examiner before the patent issues. See MPEP § 804.01 .

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 



The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth 
in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the 
prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention 
was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability 
shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 



The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere Co., 383 U.S. 1 , 148 
USPQ 459 (1966), that are applied for establishing a background for determining 
obviousness under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows: 

1 . Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 

2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims at issue. 

3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 

4. Considering objective evidence present in the application indicating 
obviousness or nonobviousness. 



This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of 
the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of 
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the various claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein 
were made absent any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation 
under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was 
not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in order for the examiner to 
consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) 
prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

Claims 1-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Babler (US Patent 6,278,016 B1). 

Applicant's Invention 

Applicant claims a method for enhancing a composition with a fragrance 
precursor which can be activated to release one or more organoleptically active 
compounds, said method comprising adding to said composition a compound of the 
formula I (see below). 




Compound of formula 
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Determination of the scope and the content of the prior art 
(MPEP 2141.01) 

Babler teach methods for preparing prenyl esters phenyl ester compound, of 
the formula (CH 3 )2C=CHCH 2 OC(=0)R, wherein R is a C1-C4 alkyl group (see claim 1). 
Babler teach that the aforementioned prenly ester is used to make prenly alcohol which 
is an intermediate in the manufacture of citral ( also know as 3,7-dimethyl-2,6-octadienal 
orgeranialdehyde) , a special chemical used in the flavor and fragrance industry 
(column 1, lines 1-12). 

Ascertainment of the difference between the prior art and the claims 
(MPEP 2141.02) 

The difference between the invention of the instant application and that of 
Babler is that the instant invention requires that R 1 is a radical of the enol form of an 
aldehyde having 6 or more carbon atoms as opposed to 4 carbon atoms 

Finding of prima facie obviousness 
Rationale and Motivation (MPEP 2142-2143) 
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It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of the 
invention to modify the teaching of Babler to arrive at a method for enhancing a 
composition with a fragrance precursor which can be activated to release one or more 
organoleptically active compounds using the compound of the formula I. In view of the 
close structural similarity between the claimed compounds and the Babler phenyl ester 
compound and the fact that the latter is taught as a fragrance precursor to the citrial 
aldehyde, one of ordinary skill in the art would have been prima facie motivated to make 
the claimed compounds in the expectation that it too would serve as a fragrance 
precursor to fragrant aldehydes as those listed on page 10, lines 10-end of the instant 
specification. The compound of formula (I) of the instant application and the phenyl 
ester compound taught by Babler are related as homologs. Hence, the Examiner has 
established that the claimed method for enhancing a composition with the compound of 
formula (I) is prima facie obvious over Babler because adjacent homologs are prima 
facie obvious. In re Henze . 85 USPQ 261 (C.C.P.A. 1950) and In re Wood. Whittaker. 
Stirling, and Ohta . 199 USPQ 137 (C.C.P.A 1978). 

Conclusion 

None of the claims are allowed.
